2. It appears that subject was advised by cable co-ordinated 
with Military Personnel Division and Transportation Division that 
authorization was granted to ship a portion of his household effects 
at Government expense not to exceed 2lt,000 pounds from his permanent 
station in Naples to the U* S. for storage pri or to his eventua l re- 
turn to the U« S. on orders directing PCS from

3. state that a Military Staff Agent 

will have appHe^thos^provisions normally applied to Staff Agents 
and Staff Agents have substantially all privileges of a Staff Employee. 
Consequently, subject would be allowed the following benefits under 
regulations applicable to Staff Employees* 

a* Upon transfer from one post to a new post, shipment of 
effects to the new post is not to exceed 2U,000 lbs, 

b. Storage of effects not to exceed three months at the 
new post. 

c. Shipment at any time of effects to the U. S. in case of 

a disturbed condition in the area or if subject is forced 
to take smaller or furnished quarters and local storage is 
not available.

It is the opinion of the Financ^D^^e^r^Jja^these regu-

it is the understanding of the Finance Division that the maximum weight 
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allowance of the parent service for storage would be applied. Subject 
shipped to the U. S. 12,263 lbs. of household effects for storage.
